That Dealers Are Attempting To 
Break Down the Value Of Rock 
Couuty Tobacco—Drouth Reduced 
The Size. 


County leaf growers dispute the es­ 
tim ate put on their ’94 crop by deal­ 
ers. 
It is hot true, they say, th a t the 
tobacco was stunted by drouth so as 
to he low grade. 
Thomas H. Edden 
is one of the growers who has a word 
to say. 
He has raised tobacco for 
years. 
“ I do not remember*when I raised a 
better crop of tobacco than the one 
in 1894,” said he. 
“ This attem pt of 
the buyers to belittle our tobacco is all 
for effect. 
They w ant to frighten na 
farm ers and get our tobacco for noth­ 
ing . 
In order to do this they com 
men ce their fault finding as soon as 
the tobacco is planted, and keep it up 
until they get it into their warehouses. 
We had a very dry season last summer, 
and as a result tobacco did not grow, 
at first, as it usually grows in Rock 
county, but after it commenced to ma­ 
ture, it developed finely, and as a rule, 
throughout the county, I believe the 
crop is above the average.” 
N ot a H eavy Crop B o t V ery G ood. 
The same opinion was expressed by 
a large number of growers who have 
been in the city the past few days. 
A 
town of Center grower insists th at 
there never was a finer crop of tobac­ 
co grown in th at town. 
While in a 
few in stance a poor 
crop 
may be 
found he says, the rule is th a t the to­ 
bacco is far ahead of the average crop 
in quality. 
The season for curing 
was very favorable and the tobacco is 
all tin fine condition. 
La Prairie 
growers 
substantiate 
these statem ents, and laugh a t the 
buyers who are endeavoring to belittle 
the quality of the tobacco in order to 
keep the prices down to the very 
lowest point. 
Growers generally, adm it th a t the 
crop, owing to the continued dry 
spell during the summer, is not as 
heavy as anticipated, hut insist th a t 
while the yield per acre is not up to 
their expectations, the quality is finer 
and will grade up better.

While in the library 
yesterday I had occasion to try to find 
the January issue of one of the lead­ 
ing periodicals, and found numbers 
for all the m onths back to September 
before I found the one I was looking 
for. 
I also noticed th a t there seemed 
to be about the same number of the 
other magazines on the tables, some of 
them in a very dilapidated condition. 
I then patted over to the table set 
apart for the weeklies, and found it in 
far worse condition. 
Some issues of 
such papers as the Scientific Ameri­ 
can and H arper’s Weekly were practi­ 
cally destroyed, and others in very 
bad shape. 
The Youths’ Companion, 
Pall Mall and other papers were rap­ 
idly going the same way. 
I also no­ 
ticed th at the two last copies were al­ 
most always in good shape. 
Should 
not a reform here be in order? Would 
the following plan do? 
Have the librarian set apart one of 
the tables for the latest issues of the 
monthies. and the other table for the 
preceeding issues. 
Then when a new

quarantine 
measures have been adopted, and were 
it not for the danger just explained it 
would appear to me th at the disease 
would be stopped where it is now.” 
Dr. G. B. Reilly, of Appleton, ex 
pressed himself as follows on the same 
subject: 
“ Small pox in Appleton is confined 
to two houses, they being the two in 
which it first appeared. 
One death 
has occurred, and the other patients, 
exactly how many there are, I do not 
know, have the disease in a moder­ 
ately light form. 
A strict and careful 
quarantine of the premises has been 
established and I think if will he con­ 
fined to the houses where it now ex­ 
ists. 
Neither do I apprehend th a t the 
disease will be likely to 
spread to 
other cities in this part of the state. ’ 
“ There are no cases of small pox in 
K aukauna,” said Dr.

Janesville could make no better in­ 
vestm ent than to build a system of 
stone roads out of the city.

Good Roads banquet in Milwaukee. 
“ When I was mayor of Madison, 
said Mr. Rogers, “ I was in favor of 
building roads of macadam into the 
country for the benefit of Madison 
people, after the roads in Madison 
were all built. 
I wanted to build the 
roads out into the country, and it was 
done. 
I signed several hundred dol­ 
lars w orth of city orders for work 
done on the country roads, t A l I never 
heard th a t there was any com plaint 
on the part of the taxpayers. 
There 
is oue idea about this good roads move­ 
ment th a t has come to my mind, but 
which I didn’t w ant to mention a t the 
banquet last evening for the fear th a t 
those present m ight think th a t I was 
trying to throw cold w ater on it, when 
in reality I am one of the most enthu 
siastic supporters of the plan. 
The 
dea occurred to me th a t it was not 
right to ask the farm ers to keep the 
roads up. 
The farm ers are obliged to 
render their lands to the public under 
the right of em inent domain,of course 
receiving a compensation th at seems 
to the purchasers just and right.

words, 
the 
powers 
th a t 
be 
can 
go 
ahead 
and

any part of a man’s property fnr a 
road, paying him their own price 
Nevertheless, the farm ers are required 
by law to keep up the roads and to 
work out their road taxes.

C I 'HiS A R B I T R A T I O N R I L L 
The arbitration bill now on file in 
Madison is likely to provoke much de­ 
bate. 
It provides that in case of a 
dispute arising between railroads and 
their employes either 
party to the 
-controversy, or any ten citizens, whose 
interests are injuriously affected by 
the trouble, may apply to the circuit 
court, and that tribunal can cite the 
parties to appear and settle the con­ 
troversy, or if either party objects to 
action by the court, the court may re­ 
fer the matter to a board of arbitra­ 
tors which shall be empowered to 
hear and settle it. 
After the verdict 
has been pronounced the workmen 
may refuse to work for the wages 
fixed, and must not interfere w ith the 
running of the road or the hiring of 
other 
men. 
The 
award 
can 
be 
enforced 
against 
the 
com­ 
panies in the same manner as any 
other judgments are enforced, but it 
is expressly provided thaf if any com 
pany shall refuse to comply with the 
terms, and injury thereby arises, it 
shall be obliged to pay three times the 
actual damages sustained. 
There may be some doubt as to 
whether such an act would be consti 
tntional, especially the clause levying 
excessive damages; but it is quite as 
unobjectionable as either the Wright 
or 
Olney 
bill 
before 
congress 
and entitled to much more respect 
than those half way measures. 
If the 
experiment of compulsory arbitration 
is to be tried, let it be applied without 
any false pretenses, and let it bear 
equally upon both parties to the con 
troversies. 
The regular courts are in 
some respects commissions of compul­ 
sory arbitration, and if 
such a prin 
ciple is to be endorsed it is useless and 
nnnecessaay to go outside these tribu 
nals.

Wisconsin 
bill 
is 
more 
sensible and 
consistent than 
the 
other 
proposed 
arbitre 
tion measures in placing the initiative 
of proceedings in the regularly estab 
lished courts. 
Compulsory arbitra 
tion is a misnomer, because the term 
arbitration implies a mutual and vol 
untary agreem ent to leave the settle 
ment of a dispute to third parties; but 
if legislation can facilitate the settle 
ment of disputes by peaceful means 
the Wisconsin measure seems to prom 
ise better results than any other so 
far suggested.

BLACK COSTUME. 
even that worn by widows iii the first 
twelvemonth of their widowhood, as their 
gowns are now made in the height of fash­ 
ion. Thirty years ago a long black shawl 
was indispensable in the first days of deep 
mourning and is even now used during 
the first weeks of bereavement by those 
who cling to old customs, but among the 
more advanced in the century end ideas it 
is replaced by smartly cut capes or coats 
heavily trimmed with crape. 
In fact, so 
very fashionable and elegant is modern 
mourning that tile lavish use of crape in 
its initial stages is an absolute necessity 
in order to distinguish it from an ordinary 
black costume, such as may be seen by the 
score in an hour’s turnon any fashionable 
thoroughfare. 
The headgear remains distinctive, but 
far less so than it used to bo when bonnets 
were crowded over with loops and quill­ 
ings of crape and sprays of flowers made 
of the same material, with bunches of 
black grades made of blown glass. White 
batiste collars and cuffs are permitted now 
to widows in the first stage of mourning, 
and even the ordinary stiff linen ones are 
sometimes seen, while after six months 
modern taste allows the emphatic symbols 
to entirely disappear, only demanding that 
black shall continue to be worn for-an­ 
other six months. 
A sketch is given of a black costume of 
bengaline. 
The skirt is trimmed on each 
side by a panel of black passementerie 
framed by a cluster of narrow plaits. The 
plain corsage fastens under a plastron of 
passementerie, and epaulets of passemen­ 
terie surmount the gigot sleeves.
